A telegram purportedly from Ernest 
Smoot to Woolley was_ introduced 
dated January 10, 1930, after McCarl 
had reseinded his ruling, saying ‘‘con- 
tract ok’d today.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(/)— 
Hope for immediate cash payment of 
the bonus was stamped out in the sen- 
ate today after a session that had 
written more than $35,000,000 of 
new veterans’ benefits and federal pay 
into the independent offices appropri- 
ations bill. 

The threat of a veto rose for that 
bill tonight if the house should accept 
the amendments and put into it by 
the senate before passage. Already 
the house had before it a direct prom- 
ise from President Roosevelt that he 
would veto a measure to provide for 
payment now of the veterhns’ bonus 
certificates. 

Administration advocates sat silent- 
ly by while the measure was laden 
with amendments that one by one 
cut away the savings that had been 
accomplished by last year’s economy 
bill. 

Without opposition, provisions were 
adopted to add an estimated $45,000,- 
000. for benefits to persons presumed 
to have-been disabled by World War 
service; $3,000,000 for benefits to 
@mergency officer; $61,487,000 for 
Spanish War veterans; $8,000,000 for 
Spanish War widows. There already 
had been voted $215,000,000 addition- 
al federal pay. 

Continue Pay Cut. 

The senate, however, adopted an 
amendment by Senator Borah, repub- 
lican, Idaho, which would continue 
the 15 per cent pay cut for all fed- 
eral employes who receive over $6,000 
a year, including senators and rep- 
resentatives, but not judges. 

The senate veterans voting restored 
to former service men virtually all 
the benefits that had been taken away 
from them by the economy act except 
those that formerly were received by 
persons with injuries not incurred 
in service.

Dean Sanford Tells Session of Civic Clubs

Higher education, like business, is 
changing with the new deal, and unl- 
versities all over the country are iry- 
ing to adapt their curricula to the 
new order, Dr. S. V. Sanford, presi- 
dent of the University of Georgia, 
told a good fellowship meeting of all 
the civie clubs at a luncheon Tuesday 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club. 


“The problem of educational insti- 
tutions is this: We must enlarge the 
field in which university graduates 
are employed, or we must change our 
type of education,” he said. “The lat- 
ter seems to be the order of the day.” 

Dr. Sanford said that, beginning in 
1917, there was a great rush of stu- 
dents to the colleges and universities. 
They had been assured that educated 
men and women were in demand, and 
that, whatever happened, they, by 
virtue of their expert training, would 
be exempt from suffering. 

Then came the crash, and now men 
and women with degrees from great 
universities are begging for jobs, some 
offering to work for their board. 

Graduates No Better Off. 


“And now the strange spectacle 
comes to the non-college man,” Dr. 
Sanford added. “Those who for so 
ad bemoaned the fact 
that they did not have a college edu- 
¢ation now see the graduates with 
degrees in no better position than 
they are themselves.” 

Expensive college education had 
brought protests from taxpayers, Dr. 
Sanford pointed out, and these had 


resulted in the institutions curtailing 
their expense, reducing their overhead 
in the same way that business was. 


“Those of us who are executives 
are duty bound to organize our in- 
stitutions with a view of pre gy hry 
their operation, doing away wit 
duplication, and useless expense,” he 
warned. “Educational administrators, 
rather than laymen in the legislature, 
should assume the responsibility for 
a more economical and more effective 
organization of the state’s program 
for higher education.” 

Hepointed out that a simplification 
of the Georgia system had been 
brought about already by putting the 
state-owned institutions in the hands 
of regents, replacing a large number 
of trustees whose duties were to some 
extent duplications. 

Economy Needed. 

“Those of us who are engaged in 
executive work are in duty bound so 
to plan and organize the larger as- 
pects of our work as to result in the 
greatest possible economy in educa- 
tional expenditures,” Dr. Sanford 
continued. “If publicly controlled in- 
stitutions are engaging in unneces- 
sary or wasteful duplication, educa- 
tional administrators in charge of the 
institution, rather than. laymen in 
the legislature, should take the respon- 
sibility for a more economical and 
more effective organization of 
state’s program for higher education.

loss of public confidence, much of 
it deserved, because of the slowness of 
educational administrators helping to 
formulate and carry out larger plans 
of economy in educational expendi- 
tures. The large number of state- 
wide surveys is an indication of the 
public attitude. But, my friends, let 
me say; if we reduce the cost of gov- 


ernment, we must be sure that we are 
not sacrificing those interests and i® 
stitutions which alone make our gov- 
ernment possible. It should be per- 
fectly clear that colleges and schools 
should not be called on to bear the 
whole burden of these forms of mis- 
management that are certainly upon 
us and certainly need correction. At 
the present time the choice of Amer- 
ica lies between education and good 
roads. Good roads have the wide ap- 
peal, because they are ‘obvious, sim- 
ple and something they can all en- 
joy. When education is in a posi- 
tion to demonstrate costs in terms of 
service rendered, it may expect to re- 
ceive an increasingly large share of 
the nation’s resources to carry for- 
ward the nation’s greatest enterprise. 


, Problem of Education. 

‘The problem of educational insti- 
tutions is this: We must enlarge the 
field in which college graduates are 
employed or we must change the type 
of education given our boys and girls. 
The latter seems to be the order of 
the day. 

“All over the country, colleges and 
universities are now entering on a 
period of experimentation, Chicago, 
Yale, Harvard, Prineeton, Stanford, 
the Universities of Washington, Ore 
gon, Texas, North Carolina, Wiscon- 
sin,, Minnesota, California, Georgia, 
represent the endowed and state-sup- 
ported institutions making radical 
changes in the curricula to meet the 
needs of a changing civilization.

_ “All these educational experiments 
indicate’ clearly that never have the 
purposes, methods and objectives of 
the American wniversities been so con- 
spicuously in the public eye as at 
present, and there is much confusion 
in the minds of the general public and 
of those engaged in educational enter- 
prises, as to the proper objectives of 
undergraduate education. Never were 
there so many colleges and universities 
endeavoring to inaugurate programs 
leading towards the promotion of 
sound learning or more earnestly seek- 
ing critical guidance of higher order 
in — 

onvict’s Experience. 

“Booth Wattlesten’ selntes that an 
old convict lifer who had never beep 
outside the penitentiary since he was 

came out at 63 a free man. He 
was out three days and three nights, 
but was back on the fourth morning 
asking the warden to lock him up 
again.

FEDERAL REGULATION 
SOUGHT FOR TOBACCO 


Measure Will Be Introduced 
at Present Session of 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. .27.—(#)— 
A plan for federal regulation of to- 
bacco warehouses, including licensing 
of warehouses, mandatory tobacco 
grading service, licensing of weigh- 
men and inspection of scales is be- 
ing drafted in a bill for introduc- 
tion in the present session of con- 
gress. 

Representative Mitchell, democrat, 
Tennessee, said today the plan was 
formulated by Dr. W. J. Fitts, of the 
tobacco section of the agricultural ad- 


justment administration, and former 
Tennessee state commissioner of agri- 
culture. 


The proposed bill would confer 
broad powers on the secretary of ag- 
riculture for regulation of the market- 
ing of tobacco. 


It would provide that “no ware- 
houseman shall operate a loose leaf 
tobacco warehouse floor or act as a 
commission merchant, broker or agent 
for selling loose leaf tobacco without 
first receiving a license from the sec- 
retary.” 


The secretary would be authorized 
to “issue a license for the conduct of 
loose leaf tobacco sales’ warehouses, 
to make and enforce rules and reg- 
ulations regarding methods of han- 
dling and weighing tobacco, grading 
systems, fees and commissions, and 
all other regulations necessary to gov- 
ern the operation of loose leaf tobac- 
co warehouse sales.” 


One of the most important pre- 
visions of the proposed bill is that 
which declares that “before tobacco 
may be offered for sale on loose leaf 
warehouse floors, it shall be graded 
by licensed graders in accordance with 
the standards approved by the secre- 
tary.” 

Expenses of the grading system 
would be defrayed by a grading fee 
of 5 cents a hundred pounds, to be 
deducted from the proceeds of the 
sale by the warehousemen. 

The bill would prohibit warehouse- 
men from being “interested in any 
manner, financially or otherwise, in 
the purchase or resale of any pile or 
piles of tobacco bought on his floor 
by any speculator or rehandler.”

i large increase in cases of illness 
covered by the district nursing serv- 
ice of Fulton county has occurred 
during the cold wave, according to 
Miss Ada M. Barker, Fulton county 
relief administrator. A total of 156 
pneumonia cases and 129 influenza 
eases were visited during the past 
week, the southwest portion of the 
city showing the greatest increase 
with a total of 111 new cases from 
this district. 

Figures given out by Miss Barker 
show that the nursing service has ren- 
dered home nursing to relief families 
in the county totaling 3,381 patients 
for the month of January, requiring 
the services of 50 white and 30 negro 
graduate nursés. The service under 
the direction of Miss Lillian Bischoff 
handled a total of 523 cases during 
the week ending February 22. In 
many instances, it is reported, two or 
more illnesses have occurred in the 
same family. Visits during the week 
covered 1,116 non-communicable dis- 
eases, 868 communicable diseases, 156 
pneumonia, 129 influenza and 521 ma- 
ternity cases. 

Accidents among CWA workers for 
the week totaled 53, Miss Barker 
said, showing a slight increase over 
the previous week. No serious in- 
juries were reported. Miss Barker 
pointed out that an experienced first- 
aid staff is maintained on each CWA 
project and a staff of 30. physicians 
is available, as well as hospital and 
ambulance’ service. Compensation 
amounting to two-thirds of weekly 
wage, not to exceed $5.75 per week, is 
paid workers for traumatic injury 
caused by CWA work.

Atlanta traffic accident fatality 
record for January compared favor-

Since January, however, Atlanta’s 
accident record has received a_ sub- 
stantial boost bring it nearer to the 
top-notchers in percentage of acci- 
dent deaths, Strouss said. 

While Atlanta was making a fair- 
ly low record of 1.84 deaths per 100,- 
000 population during January, Louis- 
ville’s rate was 1.62, Rochester’s was 
1.52 and St. Paul’s was 1.46. Above 
Atlanta’s percentage were the follow- 
ing: Denver, 3.47: Toledo, 3.09; Co- 
lumbus (Ohio), 2.75; Indianapolis, 
2.47; Providence, 2.37; Houston, 
2.05, and Akron, 1.95. 

“I believe that Atlanta is to be 
congratulated on this good showing, 
but at the same time the figures indi- 
cate that our record is still higher 
than it should be,” Strouss said. “If 
we do not improve Atlanta’s traffic 
record, we will go on having unneces- 
sary deaths, and by neglect ivsis liable 
to go up again in such startPag fash- 
ion as it has on several occasions.” 


Six Killed This Month. 


The figures for February, while 
not available for the other cities, 
show that for the two months Atlan- 
ta’s rate was 4.07 deaths per 100,000 
population, 11 persons having been 
killed since January 1, five in Jan- 
uary and six in February. 

Strouss said that in violations re- 
ported Tuesday the common hazard 
of turning a car in the middle of a 
block featured a number of the re- 
ports. Many other reports were made 
on cars running through filling sta- 
tion driveways in order to “beat” red 
lights or traffic. Strouss pointed out 
that filling station driveways are pri- 
vate property, and that their use is 
barred by law except when persons 
are driving in for service. 

Each person reported for a viola- 
tion is sent a polite letter drawing 
attention to the violation and asking 
for co-operation in creating traffic 
safety, Strouss said.

Governor Eugene Talmadge Tues-| 
day was asked by Sheriff Oscar L. 
Betts, of Floyd county, to send na- 
tional guardsmen to Rome to main- 
tain order about the properties of the 
Southern Co-operative Foundry Com- 
pany, where employes have been on 
strike since last November. 

The governor sent E. E. Lindsey, 
of Rome, chairman of the state board 
of control, to his home city to inves- 
tigate the situation and will receive 
a report from Mr. Lindsey this morn- 
ing. Governor Talmadge went on a 
hunting trip to LaGrange Tuesday 
afternoon and will not return to the 
capitol until some time this morning. 

Mr. Lindsey said over the telephone 
from Rome that his investigation 
showed that there had been some sort 
of an altercation Monday between 
strikers and J. B. Norton, secretary 
and treasurer of the stove company. 
The governor's investigator said that, 
while he considered the _ situation 
rather grave, he believed the entire 
matter could be settled by arbitration 
if the proper arbitrator was named. 

It was learned late Tuesday that 
Judge James Maddox telegraphed the 
governor’s office from LaFayette, 
where he is holding court. Although 
the telegram was not made public it 
was understood that Judge Maddox 
joined Sheriff Betts in the request 
for troops. 

Sheriff Betts called the governor 
on the telephone Tuesday morning 
and reported that picketing strikers 
on Monday had refused to permit 
materials to enter the plants of the 
stove company and also refused to 
permit completed stoves to be shipped 
from the plants.

The approval of the Bankhead 
compulsory cotton control bill by 
the house agricultural committee is 
significant of the growing sentiment 
in Washington and throughout the 
nation in favor of rigid govern- 
mental control of agricultural out- 
put as a safeguard in future against 
the disastrous surpluses of the 
past. 

With the near approach of the 
planting season for cotton, time is 
the very essence of the situation in 
the matter of the Bankhead bill. 
Already southern farmers are plow- 
ing their fields, getting their lands 
ready for planting and laying their 
plans for the crops they will raise 
this summer. 

It is vitally important that they 
should know as early as possible 
just what to expect in the way of 
acreage or other regulation. If they 
are not given this information with- 
in a short period, it is probable that 
another plowing-up campaign, with 
its necessary waste in time and 
effort, will be necessary. 

For this reason the Bankhead bill 
should be pushed to final consid- 
eration with the least possible 
delay. r 

The increasing support for gov- 
ernmental supervision.of all agricul- 
tural production explains, at least 
in some measure, the great care 
which has been taken in the writ- 
ing and rewriting of the Bankhead 
bill, which now bears but little re- 
semblance to the shape in which it 
was first presented. ‘Since it is in- 
evitable that upon the success or 
failure of this measure to restore 
healthful conditions to the cotton 
industry will depend the applica- 
tion of similar control methods to 
the other major agricultural crops, 
the advocates of control, whether 
they are particularly interested in 
cotton, wheat or any other prod- 
uct, have concentrated their efforts 
in making the Bankhead bill con- 
Stitutional and giving it every 
chance to successfully accomplish 
its objective.

The French Way. 

It was the second day of the rioting 
in Paris and it was a miserable and 
cold day. Huge lines of police were 
thrown across the Place de la Con- 
corde in front of the parliament build- 
ings in expectation of the rowdies.

fect, Monsieur Jean Chiappe. M. 
Chiappe happened to be there. He is 
a hard little Corsican fellow, im- 
mensely rich, debonnair, a tin-type 
Mussolini, but he has‘a sense of hu- 
mor. 

“All right,” he said, “let them 
come!” So the delegates with the 
white flag came up. 

“Monsieur Chiappe,” said their 
spokesman, “this is a bad night. It’s 
tough for all of us to be out here. 
We might catch cold and develop 
pneumonia. Then there would be an 
epidemie maybe in Paris. What do 
you say if we postpone the fight till 
tomorrow night? We don’t want the 
police to be standing here in the rain 
for nothing. We have no intention of 
attacking this evening. But we tell 
you this, too, if the government isn’t 
out by tomorrow night, we will attack, 
and we'll win the fight, too. But to- 
night, voyons, the weather is so bad. 
We will go home and the policemen 
can go home, too.” 

Chiappe agreed. The next night the 
government was out. It had resigned. 
I should add that the parley between 
Chiappe and the royalist rioters took 
place under an umbrella. 


The Issue of 
The Day. 


If one pays more than mere pass- 
ing attention to what is going on in 
the world at present, it soon becomes 
clear that the dictatorships that are 
being set up on the other side of the 
Atlantic have one thing in common, 
namely this: they are dead set against 
any movement or ideology of interna- 
tionalism and human _ brotherhood. 
These movements and ideologies are 
a hindrance. And they are a hindrance 
to the dictatorships because the dicta- 
torships move in the direction of war. 
So long as men consider their fellows 


{across the border as brothers, so long 


is there no possibility of unleashing 
a war. But when all criticism is si- 
lenced, when all oppositional views are 
squelched and those daring to go on 
believing in brotherhood crushed, the 
path to war becomes clear. 

This is what is happening now. 
Every nation and tribe, . ensconsed 
safely behind the barriers of its own 
frontiers, is being turned into a self- 
contained unit. This goes on the pre- 
text of economic _ self-determination 
and self-sufficiency. But in-reality it 
)works national pride, at. tie expense 
of others, in hand. People begin to 
vaunt their own virtues 48 superior to 
those of others. People begin to be- 
lieve that they are supermen, who 
have a task to fulfill, namely to im- 
pose their own brand of thinking and 
acting on others. 

People begin to conceive that they 
have a mission to fulfil, because they 
have begun to believe that they are 
better than others. National pride 
turns into chauvinism, Nations begin 
walking around with chips on their 
shoulders. ‘Who says I am not a cul- 
tural tribe? they seem to ask. “Who 
dares to say that I am not as good 
others? I will show you how good 

am.” 

And the showing usually takes the 
form of a demonstration of physical 
superiority, of course, but spiritual 
values are first killed off. This is 
the trend of affairs in Europe.

One dose 
of the new remedy was to achieve 
nothing less than “therapia magna 
sterilisans,” that is, the absolute eradi- 
cation of the spirochetes or germs of 
syphilis from the blood. The labora- 
tory scientists actually entertained 
such hopes. In practice, however, it 
soon became evident that one dose did 
not ‘cure, so a second dose was ad- 
vised. Even that proved disappoint- 
ing. Then a course of treatment was 
tried out. $$The syphilis persisted. 
Eventually salvarsan was displaced by 
newer and better remedies. I men- 
tion this here as an instance of magic 
in medical science.| We've had plea- 
ty of that kind of magic for decades 
and we shall have plenty more in fu- 
ture.

INDUSTRY The best news in the business box score is in the 

first column. It shows industrial production has 
been picking up slowly for the past four months. Factories are 
getting busier making products for spring sales. 

Their production has been running 13 to. 18 per cent better 
than last year and 6 to 12 per cent better than two years ago. Last 
year at this time we were diving for the bottom, so comparisons 
with last year are apt to be misleading. The best comparison can 
be obtained from two years ago. 

Mr. Roosevelt would be waving his hat and cheering from the 
White House roof about the industrial production figures, if it were 
not for the fact that employment and wages have failed to show 
equal improvement. 


PURCHASING POWER Industrial employment has been 


tightening. since October. So have 
-wages.. Employment has fallen 2 per cent and wages about 4 per 
cent (while factory output was increasing). Wages in February 
are estimated to have been only 53 per cent of normal. 

That condition is bound to improve almost immediately. Fac- 
tories cannot continue making more and more goods without put- 
ting on additional men and paying out*more* money in wages. 

Therefore the problem is not as serious as. it sounds, but it does 
show that the new deal has failed as yet to work any wonders with 
private industrial employment and private industrial wages.

It is easy to ‘prove’ that tobacco makes 
men stupid if you select stupid men for the experiment. 

Statistics show that college-trained men are more successful than 


ones who go to college. 

So this experiment, demonstrating that successful men have good 
vocabularies, reveals a fact but gives the wrong explanation. 

Men succeed because they are intelligent, and intelligent men accu- 


cessful, but the ability to succeed which prompts them to acquire the 
vocabulary. 

Words are the tools we use in thinking. You may have a vague 
thought before you know the words necessary to express it. But the 
thought doesn’t crystallize and become a definite part of your mental 
equipment until you learn the words that reveal and measure and in- 
terpret it. 

Every new word means a new thought and a new capacity for 
thought. If you understood every word in the dictionary, you could 
comprehend every thought of which man is now capable. 

You may know big words and still be a failure; but your equipment 
of words must grow as your, knowledge does, and knowledge enough 


will make you a success. .

It was in August of 1932, the de- 
fendant said, that Lynch suggested 
that funds in the unadjusted back-tax 
account—money that was in litigation 
between the insurance department and 
various insurance compantes—be used 
in the campaign and repaid later by 
contributions. 

An agreement to use $12,000 for this 

purpose was “reached and _ decided 
upon,” the defendant continued, at a 
conference in Bachman’s home the first 
Sunday in Septemper, attended by 
Bachman, who had not at that time 
been appointed to the senate, Lynch, 
Reece and B. Carroll Reece, repub- 
lican* congressman from the first dis- 
trict and brothe® of the former state 
official. 
_Congressman Reece, it was testi- 
fied, merely was present as a witness 
to the compact, one purpose of which, 
the defendant related, was to deliver 
republican votes in East Tennessee 
to McAlister, a democrat. He de« 
eclared Bachman told MeAlister of 
the “agreement” and reported back 
that McAlister had confirmed it. 

Reece said the “agreement” pro- 
vided that the back-tax fund was to 
be reimbursed by donations from per- 
sons representing companies before the 
insurance department and obtaining 
“benefits” therefrom. and he was to 
remain as commissioner until March 
15, 1933, instead of being replaced 
when Governor McAlister was inaugu- 
rated in January. 

Plan Changed. 

But early in January, he continued, 
the plan was changed. Judge Lynch 
and Blan Maxwell, Memphis’ lawyer, 
advised him, Reece said, that “power 
interests” had contributed $100,000 to 
cover the insurance department deficit 
and other deficits of the 
primary and election campaigns and 
that this was to be arranged “through 
an exchange of bonds and transactions 
that would make it a blind donation.” 
‘ One of the reasons for the aid of 
the “power interests,” the defendant 
related, was that “they were expect- 
ing a vacancy in the United States 
senate by the appointment of Cordell 
Hull to the cabinet, whieh was fore- 
cast, and the slating of Judge Bach- 
man for the appointment.” 

Reece said he delivered $12,000 in 
cash, including $500 of his personal

public affairs. There are others who concede the constitutional right 
of free speech but who attack the motivés of the critics. 

’ “Do you want us to go back to Hoover? Do you want to turn 
the country over to the money-changers again?”’ These are comments 
written in many letters, some of them containing bitter invectives. 
Others which question the administration’s policies, however, are equally 
vehement. Charges that the president is trying to regiment business 
and control public opinion, that he is trying to set up a dictatorship 
and that he is disregarding the constitution are interspersed with out- 
cries against alleged injustices of NRA and the codes. 

This correspondent has for years watched the trend of governmental 
affairs with the hope that some day the people would really take an 
interest in what all branches of the government were doing, for this 
is the essence of representative government. But the interest being 
taken nowadays transcends all expectations. 

There. is a vast number of people who read carefully the news of 
Washington and who promptly write their congressmen and senators. 
The requests for information are almost as numerous as the demands 
for jobs. The government is directly or Indirectly affecting the credit 
as well as the business operations of the country to such an extent 
that Washington has in more respects that one become almost thé busi- 
ness capital of the country. 

Hotels here are crowded, conferences and meetings of interested 
groups are taking up almost every available meeting space. The gov- 
ernment itself is spreading out through new as well as old buildings. 

The new deal has brought much of the hurry and bustle and tension 
of war days. 

But out of it all stands one central fact—the people of the United 
States still run their government and will for generations to come. The 
most severe critic of Mr. Roogevelt will have to admit that neither he 
nor anyone at the White House shows the slightest sign of resentment 
over criticism. In fact, the president has upon octasion indicated his de- 
sire for critical comment. He knows that in criticism of all kinds lies 
the safety valve of the American system wf government. He knows that 
even the critics who denounce things violently may serve a good pur- 
pose in drawing attention to weaknesses in existing policies. 

What hurts an administration is not to know in advance just what 
effect its policies will have. For, after all, members of congress have to 
be elected and anything the Roosevelt administration does which is 
wrong will handicap the democrats at the elections. So Washington is 
full of criti¢s and protesting interests, all of them urging change or 
amendment or perhaps abandonment of proposed legislation. Thus far 
congress has given all interested parties a hearing, though there has been 
a tendency to restrict the dmount of time and to hurry législation 


through without mature consideration.

Georgia Senator Holds 75 
Per Cent Return toFormer 
Soldiers Sufficient. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. nig ee 
Senators George, of Georgia; Walsh. 
of Massachuseets, and Connolly, of 
Texas, in a joint statement have ex- 
plained their vote on Spanish War 
veterans’ pensions. They are demo- 
cratic members of the veterans’ sub- 
committee of the senate finance com- 
mittee. 

The statement, dated yesterday, 
said: “The Byrns amendment with | 
respect to the rates of Spanish War 
veterans’ pensions which was defeat- 
ed today and which we supported was 
the result of several conferences with 
the administration and we supported 
the amendment because we had every 
assurance that if adopted it would 
be accepted by the administration and 
become law. 

“It provided for the immediate re- 
instatement on the pension rolls of 
practically all Spanish War pension- 
ers at rates not less than 75 per 
eent of pensions which they were 
drawing prior to the enactment of the 
economy law. 

“It represented the maximum con- 
cession we were able to obtain and 
the most ‘generous provision for the 
Spanish War veterans which the ad- 
ministration was willing to concede. 
It represented tremendous liberaliza- 
tion of the drastic provisions of the 
economy act in so far as it relates 
to the Spanish War veterans. 

“In view of our negotiations and 
the liberality of the concessions ob- 
tained we felt in duty bound to op- 
pose any amendments which exceed- 
ed the 75 per cent rate.”

Japan Constructing Crafts 
With Heavy Armaments, 
Says London Report. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—(—<An of- 
ficial admiralty report Monday set 
forth indications that the United 
States leads the powers in the num- 
ber of cruisers under construction or 
planned. 

Japan is building cruisers with un- 
usually heavy armaments and France 
is completing the biggest and most 
powerful fleet of destroyers, the docu- 
ment showed. 

It was pointed out that since bat- 
tleships remain at fixed limits under 
the Washington treaty, the activities 
of naval powers in building auxiliary 
craft are significant. 

According to the admiralty report, 
the United States has 11 cruisers 
building and six more projected: the 
British commonwealth has 10 build- 
ing, contracts for three of which have 
not yet been awarded. France and 
Italy each have six building, while 
Japan has two building and two more 
projected. 

In completed cruisers the British 
commonwealth has 50, the maximum 
accepted under the London naval 
treaty. The United States has 21, 
Japan 31, Italy 24, France 15, Rus- 
sian 6, and Germany 8. 

Japan’s two cruisers under con- 
struction, the Mogami and Mijuma 
are of a new type. Of 8,500 tons dis- 
placement, they are designed to have 
a speed of 33 knots and carry 15 
six-inch guns, eight five-inch anti- 
aircraft guns and 12 torpedo tubes. 
The two projected are of the same 
displacement. 

The Japanese armament compares 
with a maximum of eight main guns 
in corresponding British six-inch gun 
vessels, 

France, the report continues, has 
developed a type of destroyer flotilla 
leader faster and more heavily armed 
than any in the British navy. She 
has 24 of these vessels built and seven 
building.

Ids and Streams

CARTER 


These alternating spells of warm 
and cold weather are just playing 
havoc with my studies on frog breed- 
ing cycles. On. of the more important 
points in life history studies is the 
first spring appearance. When rain- 
fall plays such a large part in de- 
termining this first appearance, and 
the warmth following the rain must 
be rather extended to bring on the 
breeding season, I am afraid that the 
poor old batrachians will never get 
their minds clear on what to do until 
the weather settles down, 

It may be that the bird studies will 
suffer, too, although the warm-blooded 
animals are much less subject to the 
whims of what Dr. Beebe calls ‘“Mi- 
lord the Weather.” 

It all boils down to this: what 
are we to consider the normal for the 
spring appearance of these cold-blood- 
ed animals, when every season of the 
year is usually unusual? Weather, so 
far as I can tell is never normal. 
And after all, it comes back to the 
fact that one must have sufficient 
data on which to base conclusions. 
One reader took exception to my state 
ment that two cases of coral snake 
bite terminating fatally constituted a 
mortality rate ef 100 per cent. He 
called me by telephone to register 
this complaint. What I meant to be 
delicately veiled sarcasm was evident- 
ly completely hidden, Only the aver 
ages of years of study are worthy of 
serious consideration, and then only 
as approximations. One of the greatest 
causes of error in science is the lack 
of sufficient evidence. 

And that leads me to quote a pro- 
fessor of biology who outlines the 
scientific method in this fashion.

A young girl writes and wants to 
know what kind of cosmetics younger 
women should use and particularly 
what kind of perfume. No doubt, she 
is a young woman of taste and knows 
that a too much made-up and two 
much perfumed young woman would 
not be attractive in the least. If ever 
there is a time when young women 
should use the least possible makeup 


and perfumery and all artificial aids 
to good looks it is when they are 
young and have the natural beauty 
that is only ruined by artificiality. 
That doesn’t mean that a girl 
shouldn't care for her complexion. 
The best way to insure a good skin 
when you are older is to pay some 
attention to it when you are young. 


The first step is cleanliness. 

Even young girls sometimes have 
very dry skins. They should not 
scrub their faces with soap and water 
and then neglect to rinse thoroughly. 
Sometimes if the skin is excessively 
dry the cleansing should be done en- 
tirely with a cleansing cream. The 
face can be: made perfectly clean this 
way. It is better to use soap and 
water on your neck, however, because 
the cream gets into your, hair, and 
that is not so easy to get out without 
a shampoo.

your household linen will soon be 
ruined, . The city grime and the cold 
cream make a combination that even 
the most severe laundry can do noth- 
ing about. The tissues can be tossed 
into the waste basket beside your 
dressing table. They are sanitary. 
Linen used more than once is not. 

After the cream ‘has been removed 
use a tiny spec of finishing cream 
to hold the powder. Practically all 
girls use powder. They can’t use 
cream without powdering afterward. 
If they do they will have shiny noses, 
and any girl who cares about her 
looks is willing to let her eyes and 
teeth do the shining. 

If a girl doesn’t use lipstick she 
should wipe off her lips after pow:

If a young woman has plenty of 
oil in her skin and doesn’t care to 
use any powder or other makeup all 
she needs to do is wash her face with 
soap,and water and then apply a lo- 
tion that is softening, but does not 
leave the face greasy.

THE LEAD AGAINST A SLAM 
Unquestionably one of the most dif- 
ficult problems for a bridge player to 


decide is the correct lead against a 
slam. Often the success or failure 
of the contract rests entirely upon 
the choice of a suit, and sometimes 
a card in the suit, made by the open- 
ing leader. It is difficult, indeed, to 
lay down any general principles gov- 
erning the selection of a lead, par- 
ticularly when the contract is one to 
take all the tricks, as then the chance 
of successful defense must, if the bid- 
ding has been at all accurate, be re- 
mote indeed. However, it can be 
stated with certainty that probably 
the worst lead against a slam is a 
singleton trump. Even if the even- 
tual dummy’s hand has supported the 


declarer’s ae suit, there still re-|

mains the possibility that the partner 
of the leader may have something in 
the suit that may develop into a trick 
if the declarer himself has to develop 
the trumps.

Atlanta Is One of Five Cities | 


Cutting Taxes, Survey Shows 


Of 16 Muncipalities, 8 
Will Raise Rates and in 
Three They Will Remain 
Unchanged for Year. 


(Copyright. 1934, by United Press.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—(UP)— 
Municipal governments, now strug- 
gling with taxes and their budgets, 


still are tending toward higher taxes 
despite the agitation over high costs 
of local government. 

A survey of 16 cities made by the 
United Press showed: 

In eight the new tax rates will be 
higher. 

In five they will be lower. 

In three they will be unchanged. 

Two of the cities have lower taxes 
now than five years ago. They are 
Atlanta and San Francisco. The rate 
in New Orleans has not changed in 
many years. But the other cities in- 
cluded in the survey showed heavy in- 
creasés over taxes assessed in the 
boom years. 


Rates in New York city and in 
many of the suburban towns near 
New York have been stepped up ap- 
preciably for 1934 while the rate in 
Los Angeles is the highest in history 
although assessed valuations are 
lower.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—()— 
The senate, its appetite whetted by 
revelations of huge salaries and bo- 
nuses paid by big business in boom 
years, is going to learn more about 
the subject. 
iThe federal 
dicated today 


trade commission in- 
that statistics it re- 
ported to the senate yesterday are 
only the first fruits of an inquiry 
that soon will cover the major business 
field in its entirety. 


Yesterday's figures showed that out 
of 900 big companies about 300 execu- 
tives were receiving more than $100,- 
000 in 1929. 


Thumbing through the data already 
presented, senators found that in pip- 
ing times about 40 men were getting 
pay checks and bonuses of $200,000 or 
more a year. 


$300,000 ; seven got between $300,000 
and $400,000; three between $700,000 
and $800,000; two between $800,000 
and $900,000; one, something over a 
million, and another one more than a 
million and a half. 


Generally speaking, the bonuses 
which created these huge awards were 
eliminated by 1933, although there 
were increased in a few instances. 

Salaries also fell so that on a per- 
centage basis many major executives 
took cuts of 75 per cent or more— 
although their salaries still ranged 
comfortably around the $50,000 zone.

GREATER POWERS 


Secretary Would Estab- 
lish Compulsory Control 
of All Farm Products. 


= 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(/)— 
Provision for establishing compulsory 
control of all farm production with- 
out additional legislation will be pro- 
posed as an amendment to the agri- 
cultural adjustment act expécted to 
be introduced tomorrow by Chairman 
Jones, democrat, Texas, of the house 
agriculture committee. 

The amendment, designed to 
strengthen the act, was submitted to 


Jones by Secretary Wallace today. It 
would permit the secretary to estab- 
lish quotas or allotments for any crop 
covered by a ficense and marketing 
agreement following agreement by 
two-thirds of the farmers affected. 

Chester C. Davis, farm adminis- 
trator, said tonight that while this 
and other proposed amendments ac- 
tually would give the secretary of ag- 
riculture legal power to establish com- 
pulsory control under marketing 
agreements and licenses, that as a 
practical thing such control of na- 
tionally grown crops, such as wheat 
or corn and hogs, would be difficult. 

Another amendment would broaden 
the scope of contracts entered into 
between the secretary and farmers to 
allow one contract to cover all crops, 
whether or not they are declared to 
be basic commodities. 

This provides that agreements could 

drawn “requiring the producers 

who are parties to such agreements to 
reduce or limit acreage and or produc- 
tion for market of agricultural com- 
modities other than basic agricultural 
commodities, as well as of one or 
more basic agricultural commodities.” 
_It also would allow the administra- 
tion to draft marketing agreements 
with processors, producers, associa- 
tions of producers, and others han- 
dling any agricultural commodity 
which might “burden,” obstruct or in 
any way affect, interstate or foreign 
commerce.”

CHILD LABOR RATIFICATION |

lution by a 30-to-9 vote.

effective on 1935 tags. 

The bill was passed, 105 to 9, after 
three hours of spirited debate, dur- 
ing which repeated efforts by those 
seeking an even more drastic cut, were 
defeated. 

Privilege rates on trucks and buses 
was left practically .unchanged. 

The lower chamber also refused to 
concur in senate amendments to the 
public works highway loan bill and 
ordered a conference.

CHANGE CONTROL 
BILL 10 BE EASED 


Will Limit Authority of 
Commission To Call for 
Specific Data. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(?)— 
Yielding to the demand of the New 
York Stock Exchange, authors of the 
pending bill to place the speculative 
securities markets under strict gov- 
ernmental control said tonight they 
were considering modifications that 
would restrict the board powers oth- 
érwise conferred by the bill upon the 
federal trade commission. 

The proposed change, they explain- 
ed, would specify the information to 
be required of a corporation seeking 
to register its shares. The. present 


provisions would empower the com- 
mission to obtain whatever data it 
should deem desirable. 

In hearing before tht senate bank- 
ing committee today, Roland Red- 
mond, counsel for the stock exchange, 
complained that as this section stood 
it would place American business 
“under the heel” of the commission. 

Thomas Corcoran, reconstruction 
corporation attorney. who helped 
draft the measure, called this conten- 
tion a “bugaboo put out by the ex- 
change,” but agreed that the bill 
might be modified to restrict the com- 
mission’s power “to the protection of 
investors and the maintenance of an 
honest market.” 

Ferdinand Pecora, the committee 
counsel, who directed the long inves- 
tigation of stock market practices and 
had a hand in writing the bill, later 
said such a change was under con- 
sideration and probably would be car- 
ried out.

are under consideration. One of these | 


would exclude banks from the section 
prohibiting loans on unlisted securi- 
ties and . confine that 
largely to brokers. 

Another would exempt 
transactions” from the section giving 
the trade commissicen power to say 
when and how short sales shall be 
made. Such transactions are Iintend- 
ed to equalize quotations on a stock 
listed on two or more exchanges. 

As written, the provisions outlaw- 
ing certain manipulative practices 
would apply only to listed stocks. A 
change is under consideration which 
would bring unlisted securities under 
this section.

Pu-yi, Closely Guarded, Prepares 
To Mount Throne of Manchukuo 


HSINKING (CHANGCHUN), 
Manchukuo, Feb. 27.—(#)—While 
Henry Pu-yi stayed indoors today to 
prepare by fasting and meditation for 


his enthronement Thursday as em- 
peror of Manchukuo, other principals 
in the tradition-hoary ceremonies re- 
hearsed their parts in sub-zero 
weather. 

The scene was the altar of heaven 
—built of earth and consisting of 
three concentric circular terraces-—— 
where the 3,000-year-old rites will 
reach a climax at dawn March 
(about 5:30 p. m., eastern standard 
time, Wednesday). 

Manchukuo and Japanese officials, 
courtiers, and high Manchu digni- 
taries—one of whom took the 28-year- 
old Pu-yi’s part—shiveringly intoned 
the commands and directions of the 
ceremonies in ancient Manchu dia- 
lects. 

Thursday the altar of heaven will 
be hidden to foreign eyes, but today 
a glimpse of the three-tiered struc- 
ture was vouchsafed correspondents, 
Around it are yellow screens 12 feet 
high, and the whole place is enclosed 
in a barbed-wire stockade covered bs 
vari-colored bunting. 

No foreigners will be allowed tv 
see the youth Pu-yi at the altar on 
Thursday. No photographs will be 
allowed. To prevent any untoward 
circumstance, soldiers will be m 


in close formation around the scene. 
armed to the teeth. 

Thousands of detectives were on the 
alert for suspicious actions or persons 

Pu-yi, the present chief executive 
of Japanese-sponsored Manchukuo, 
will be called Emperor Kang-teb, 
“tranquillity and virtue.” 

Among the first acts of his gov- 
ernment will be to issue a large cash 
grant for orphans, endow several new 
libraries and museums, reduce land 
and salt taxes, and grant amnesty to 
prisoners. 


WASHINGTON IS COLD 
TOWARD RECOGNITION 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(UP) 
Any and all suggestions that conversa- 
tions be inaugurated regarding Amer!l- 
can recognition of the Manchukuo 
government are received with frigid 
indifference by Secretary of State 
Cordel] Hull and his assistants. 

This was re-emphasized today upon 
receipt of press dispatches from 
Hsinking, the Manchukuo capital, re- 
vealing tentative plans there for 
launching a campaign to win recogni- 
tion of the major powers, including 
the United States. : 

The United States has no intention 
of recognizing Manchukuo now or in 
the near future, it was stated on 
highest authority. Hull said no con- 
sideration whatever has been given 
or is being given to that subject.
